Defense Plans Ready

CAMDEN (N.J.) — Attorneys defending Dr. Albert L. Weiner, 43-year-old 
osteopathic physician charged with manslaughter for inadvertently injecting hepa­ 
titis into the veins of 15 of his patients and thus causing their deaths, indicated to­ 
day that they will attempt to prove some of those deaths came from poisons and 
not hepatitis. 


Defense Attorney I. V. DiMar­ 
tino gave this indication today 
while questioning a prospective 
juror. He said that one of the de­ 
fense theories will be that some 
of the deaths were caused by 
“toxicity” 
and 
Chief 
Defense 
Counsel Louis Pantages later de­ 
fined ‘‘toxicity’’ as “poisoning 
that can be caused by anything. 
The substance can be taken oral­ 
ly.’* 
Base Charge 
More than 50 of Dr. Weiner’s 
patients, the state claims, came 
down with hepatitis after receiv­ 
ing injections from the physician 
and 15 of them died from it. This 
is the contention on which New 
Jersey is basing0 its charge of 
involuntary manslaughter through 
negligence. 
Three of the deaths and several 
of the illnesses involved Lower 
Bucks County residents who had 
visited Dr. Weiner in his Erlton, 
N J., office. 
Pantages repeated a contention 
made earlier, that the type of 
hepatitis involved in these cases 
has not yet been identified. He 
would not discuss the matter fur­ 
ther with reporters and said that 
he will wait for testimony in 
court by medical experts. 
Three More Chosen 
By luncheon recess at 12:30 p.m. 
three additional jurors had been 
chosen, bringing to eight the num­ 
ber picked since the trial opened 
yesterday. 
The jurors are being selected 
from a panel of IOO veniremen, 
supposedly persons who have had 
advanced academic training anc!

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All’s Not Going According To The Script In Moscow 


EDITOR’S NOTE: There have 
been a number of surprises at 
the current 22nd congress of 
the Communist party in Mos> 
cow, including the public casti­ 
gating of former Soviet leaders 
and the airing of party differ­ 
ences. In this dispatch United 
Press International’s chief Eu­ 
ropean diplomatic correspondent 
reports on the significance of 
the developments.

LONDON (UPI)—Something ap­ 
pears to have gone wrong at the 
current 22nd Communist party 
congress in Moscow. 


Ranking Iron Curtain diplomats 
in London appear to be puzzled 
and 
indicate 
they 
have 
been 
taken by surprise by what has 
been happening in Moscow. Ex­ 
perts on Soviet affairs agree the 
congress has turned into some­ 
thing different from what was 
planned. 
The party congress was de­ 
signed. according to earlier offi­ 
cial pronouncements, to receive 
and sanction Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev’s new party pro­ 
gram-—the new Red bible which 
is to determine the future of Rus­ 
sian and international commu­ 
nism for the next two decades. 
This major issue appears now 
receded into the background. In­ 


stead, the rally has turned into 
a scarcely concealed brawl over 
anti-party activities at home and 
intra-bloc troubles abroad. 
Whether this course has in fact 
been planned secretly by Khrush­ 
chev and his aides or whether it 
stems from a sudden eve-of-con- 
gress decision is not yet clear. 
Observers believe the “devia­ 
tion” may have been motivated 
by pressures at home and the 
war threat 
from 
international 
tension. 


Khrushchev, 
who 
may 
have 
hoped to present to the congress 
a 
list of 
major 
achievements 
along with his new party pro­ 


gram, has not been able to point 
to telling successes. 
Despite claims to the contrary, 
Soviet agriculture is in difficulty, 
so is Khrushchev’s pet program 
of developing the so-called virgin 
lands. 
His policy of peaceful co-exist- 
ence has not paid off so far. He 
has been unable to present to the 
congress a single achievement in 
the field of foreign affairs and in 
the abatement of the cold war. 
In fact, tension has risen under 
his rule to Stalin-type propor­ 
tions, and beyond. 
True to Kremlin strategy, some­ 
body else must be blamed and 
made the scapegoat, the experts 


say. The revival of the anti-party 
plot may be at least a part of this 
strategy. 


Former Foreign Minister V.M. 
Molotov 
who 
shaped 
Russia's 
post-war foreign poiicy under Jo­ 
sef Stalin is blamed for having 
messed up foreign relations. 
Former Deputy Premier Lazar 
Kaganovich 
and 
ex-Premier 
Georgi Malenkov are blamed for 
shortcomings in industry and ag­ 
riculture. 
Former Defense Minister Mar­ 
shal Georgi Zhukov is attacked 
for shortcomings in the armed 
forces and miscalculation in mili­ 
tary strategy. 


The revival of the intra-party 
quarrel may be even more signi­ 
ficant. Some observers here be­ 
lieve differences are more seri­ 
ous than has yet become ap­ 
parent. 
Behind the trouble could be 
Khrushchev’s fear of potential 
rivalry for the leadership of in­ 
ternational 
communism. 
This 
could come only from Peiping. 


The attack on Albania can be 
interpreted as an 
attempt by 
Khrushchev to deprive Red China 
of a foothold in Europe. Albania 
is the only European follower of 
Red China in its “tough” ideolo­ 
gical line. 
Two Asian Communist nations, 


North Korea and North Viet Nam, 
have sided with Red China’s Chou 
En-lai in rebuking Khrushchev 
for bringing the inner-bloc quar­ 
rel into the open. 


On this score, too, the congress 
appears to have taken a different 
course from what may have been 
anticipated. 


Albania, smallest of the satel­ 
lites, instead of taking its medi­ 
cine has hit back. It’s leader, 
Stalinist Enver Hoxha, in addition 
to calling Khrushchev a liar has 
threatened to “reveal” some of 
the background to the quarrel. If 
he does, the assumption must be 
that he has been given encourage­ 
ment from Peiping.

“The State's theory in this case 
is that the defendant, a doctor, is 
guilty of gross and-or criminal 
negligence in that, knowing that 
one or more of his patients suf­ 
fered from the disease known as 
hepatitis, failed to do what was 
required of him as a doctor in the 
protection and treatment of his 
other patients; administered to 
each of his patients who died, in­ 
travenous injections or infusions, 
by using contaminated «*<|uipment, 
such as needles, syringes, tubing, 
bottles, drugs or other solutions, 
all of which hp used after it Im*.

WASHINGTON (UPI'— A jrtnall 
portion of the radioactive fallout 
from Russia’s 30-to 50-megaton 
monster bomb will reach North 
America about Thursday or Fri­ 
day, a Weather Bureau expert 
said today. 
Robert List, head of the bu­ 
reau’s atmospheric radioactivity 
research project, said much of 
the early fallout from the explo­ 
sion would fall on Russia. 
List said 5 per cent or less o f;^ 
the debris from the big bomb 
remained in the troposphere and 
will return to earth in a rela­ 
tively short while, creating the 
early fallout from the explosion. 
More of this early fallout will 
drop in Russia than in any other 
single country. 
List said. 
But 
some of it is likely to reach the 
United States by Thursday or 
Friday. 
A greater threat is posed, how­ 
ever, by the nuclear debris blown 
into the stratosphere, he said. 
Thus debris, about 95 per cent of 
that caused by the explosion, will 
wash down in next spring’* rains 
and the United States probably 
will get more of it than any other 
country. 
lf the Soviet supertiomb un­ 
leashed the force of 50 million 
tons (rf TNT — 50 megatons—at 
could have produced one-third as 
much radioactivity as all previ­ 
ous nuclear explosions put to­ 
gether. 
Jam es Terrill, a U.S. Public 
Health Service expert on fallout 
hazards, said the agency did not 
expect a single 50-megaton blast 


to raise radiation levels to the 
danger point. 
But Terrill, head of the health 
service’s Division of Radiological 
Health, said such a detonation 
could push radiation levels “sub­ 
stantially higher” in some parts 
of the United States, possibly to 
record peaks.
